\ S all natural Bodies are the beſt DireQors for the eſtabliſhing the moſt regy- 


lar and moſt certain Effects : 

So all other Bodics, whether Politick or Artificial, which are the Con- 
trivances of Men, are moſt ſure, and moſt certain effects what is required 
from them, when they are moſt ſuted to that of the Natural. As for Example : 

The Blood which in the Natural Body is the very Life and principal Cauſe of that 
Motion or Life which is in the Body; and it's evident to any rational Obſerver, that 
iccording to the regular and equal Motion of the Blood, the good Health, Strength 
and Vigour thereof is proportionable. 

Now Money to the Politick Body is as Blood to the Natural ; and if this do not 
regularly circulate either thorow its own Groflneſs or Impurity, or the Defe@ of the 
Member thorow which it ought to paſs, that Body will ſoon fall into Diſtempers by ill 
Humours and Weakneſs thereby, till at laſt, without Redreſs,it muſt of Neceflty periſh; 

Several Years ago I did propoſe this Scheme for Lives, ſo uſeful to the Publick, 
that I called it Mors Charitatis, by which all Perſons would reap Advantage that made 
uſe of it 5 only I met with this Difficulty : That though the preſent Governours or 
—_— were rich, and had a Million brought into them ; yet after their Deaths 
they did not know who might manage for their Heirs : and though they propoſed 

purchaſing Lands of Inheritance, or Ground-rents, yet bad Titles might be pur- 
chaſed, by which their own Eſtates might be ruined, to make good the Money they 
received. They did upon all Dqbates conchade, that withum a R-giſter, or 2 Pair- 
liamentary Security, they could not be ſafe; which now by the lait , W-c''s Votes, 
and Bill intended by Parliament, there is ſettled a Fund undeniable of 7 per Cent. for 
Lives, . that long-defired Security : After which there: bath hcen great Inquiry by 
young and old Men, Maids and Widows, who would have fing]y taken that whia 
now the rw gives with the Advantage of Survivorſhip ill all the Lives be de- 
termined: Many Perſons think the Young may die-as ſoon as middle-aged : ſuch 
may club as they pleaſe, and bringih their Hundreds and Thouſands. | 
Though the regular Method propoſed by the Scheme, may be vaſtly advantagious 
to all Perſons that voluntarily bring in their Money, beſides the vaſt Increaſe _ 
vivorſhip, there is a ſure Profit of ſo much per Cert. even beyond what can be ex- 
pedted, without Hazard, Trouble or Pains, from any other Adventure whatſoever ; 
the Parties ſubſcribing may take their Election of the Rank they will be intereſted 
inz whether in all or ſo many as they pleaſe 3 and if not for their own Lives, t 
may nominate any Perſon of the Age agreeable to ſuch Ranks as they ſhall judg 
moſt for their Advantage, from 1 Year to 70. When the Number,of Perſons of 
each Rank or Claſs is full, then the Security to be ſettled as agreed upon, by Truſtees 
or Managers. By this way Parents may raiſe conſiderable Fortuues for their Sons and 
Daughters : and the longer they live, the lefs chargeable to their ”arents by the In- 
creaſe of their Annuity ; for by 301. paying in, they mop receive ſo much per Arnie 
by that time they are at Age, which will ſerve for a Portion and a Joynture for their 
Lives: or if any Perſons Eſtates be charged with Joyntures or Annuities, by entring 
the ſame Life, may eaſe their Eſtates ; or a Lord of a Manner that lets Lives,; may do 
the-ame: or if a Maſter or Miſtreſs have a Mind to do fomething for their Servants 
when they die, they may take the Uſe whilſt they live, and at their Deaths give it 
their Servants. All charitable Perſons may prefer ſober and good Scholars, Widows, 
fatherleſs Children, and aged Perſons, by laying out Money ' after this manner 3 may 
prevent their being burdenſome to Relations, and the Intereſt be a Comfort to them 
In their old Age : this being putting Money to a vaſt Advantage, without Hazard. I 
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1 ina Book at large will ſet down the Advantages of the Methods nd 
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dyance Money at Intereſt for Lives, of whatſoever Age or Sex.
